Core  Curriculum 

Educators  define  core  curriculum  as  the  knowledge  and  skills  a  student  should  learn  by  high  school 
graduation.  This  foundation,  for  almost  all  learning,  is  generally  related  to  academic  subjects. 

Expanded  Core  Curriculum 

Most  professionals  firmly  believe  that  visually  impaired  students  need  an  expanded  core 
curriculum  that  requires  additional  areas  of  learning.  Experiences  and  concepts  casually  and 
incidentally  learned  by  sighted  students  must  be  systematically  and  sequentially  taught  to  the 
visually  impaired  student. 

Dr.  Philip  Hatlen  is  the  retired  Superintendent  of  the  Texas  School  for  the  Blind  and  Visually 
Impaired,  Austin,  and  served  as  an  Ex  Officio  Trustee  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 
for  many  years.

You  May  Know: 

•  In  1858,  the  Kentucky  Legislature 
chartered  the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  and  in  1865,  appropriated  $5.00 
per  blind  resident  of  the  Commonwealth 
to  print  books  in  raised  letters. 

•  In  1 879,  An  Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of 
the  Blind  was  passed  by  the  U.S.  Congress, 
creating  the  Federal  Quota  system. 

•  In  1928,  APH  began  publication  of  the 
Reader's  Digest®  in  braille. 

•  In  1946,  the  Large  Print  Department  at 
APH  began  production  of  books  enlarged 
from  copy  prepared  on  electric  typewriters. 

•  In  1959,  APH  produced  a  Talking  Book 
version  of  Newsweek®  magazine,  the  first 
recorded  weekly  magazine  in  history. 

•  In  1988,  APH  established  a  computerized 
national  database  for  locating  accessible 
textbooks,  now  known  as  Louis^^. 

•  In  1 992,  the  first  APH  InSights  Art 
Competition  and  Exhibition  was  held 
during  Annual  Meeting. 

•  In  2002,  the  Hall  of  Fame  for  Leaders 
and  Legends  of  the  Blindness  Field  was 
established  by  the  field  of  blindness  and 
housed  at  APH.

Brigance®  Diagnostic  Inventory  of  Early  Development  (Yellow): 

APH  Tactile  Supplement,  Revised  1991 

A  criterion-referenced  assessment  designed  to  identify  the  level  of  mastery  that  a  young  child 
has  achieved  on  selected  skills.  This  information  is  important  for  planning  a  child's  Individualized 
Family  Service  Plan  (IFSP)  or  Individualized  Educational  Program  (lEP).  This  inventory  of  early 
development  was  designed  for  children  birth  through  kindergarten.

The  federal  Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind  provides  funds 
for  adapted  educational  materials  for  eligible  students  who  meet  the 
definition  of  blindness.  An  annual  registration  of  eligible  students 
determines  a  per  capita  amount  of  money  designated  for  the 
purchase  of  educational  materials  produced  by  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  (APH).  These  funds  are  credited  to  Federal  Quota 
accounts  maintained  and  administered  by  APH  and  its  Ex  Officio 
Trustees  throughout  the  country. 

Who  Is  Eligible? 

In  order  for  students  to  be  eligible  for  registration  in  the  Federal 
Quota  Program,  they  MUST  meet  the  following  requirements: 

•  meet  the  definition  of  blindness  -  '"central  visual  acuity 
of  20/200  or  less  in  the  better  eye  with  best  correction;  a 
peripheral  field  so  contracted  that  the  widest  diameter  of 
such  field  subtends  an  angular  distance  no  greater  than 

20  degrees;  or  visual  performance  reduced  by  a  brain  injury 
or  dysfunction  when  visual  function  meets  the  definition 
of  blindness  as  determined  by  an  eye  care  specialist  or 
neurologist." 

•  "be  enrolled  in  a  formally  organized  public  or  private, 
nonprofit  educational  program  of  less  than  college  level" 

•  be  enrolled  with  the  registering  school  or  agency  on  the  first 
Monday  in  january 

There  is  no  chronological  age  limit  for  eligibility.  Adults  to 
be  registered  must  "have  a  written  educational  plan  and  be 
enrolled  in  and  attend,  on  a  regular  basis,  an  instructional 
program  of  at  least  20  hours  of  instruction  per  week.  Social  and 
leisure  programs  do  not  qualify  as  instructional  programs." 

Who  Are  the  Ex  Officio  Trustees? 

For  each  residential  school  for  the  blind,  state  department  of 
education,  or  agency  for  the  blind  that  participates  in  the  Federal 
Quota  Program,  an  Ex  Officio  Trustee  of  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind  must  be  designated.  Each  Ex  Officio  Trustee  is 
entrusted  with  the  administration  of  the  Federal  Quota  Program 
within  his  or  her  system.
